Whitman, who as District Attorney 
of New York prosecuted him, or can obtain a reversal by the 


United States Supreme Court. 


SPROUSE SENTENCE 
AFFIRMED; HE {9 


T0 HANG JUNE 16 


Execution of Man Convicted of 
Killing Wife in Pasture Will 
Be at Clayton. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 2%.—The sen- 
tence of death imposed on William 
Sprouse for the murder of his wife Oct. 
Gi, 1913, was affirmed today by the Mis- 
gouri Supreme Court. Sprouse will be 
hanged at Clayton, St. Louis County, 
July 16. 

The Supreme Court also affirmed the 
gentence of life imprisonment imposed 
on Maurice Lewowitz for attacking Mrs. 
Gertrude Shidler at Kansas City, March 
B, 1914. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the %- 
year sentence imposed on Thomas F. 
Harris for the murder of Madeline Row- 
botham in St. Joseph, July 13, 1912. 


The death penalty in the Sprouse 
case was the first one decreed by a 
Bt. Louis County jury since “Lord” 
Barrington was sentenced to hang in 
1966, for murdering J. FP. McCann. 
Gov. Folk commuted Barrington's 
sentence to life imprisonment. 

Sprouse, who lived in Hast St, 
Louls, was arrested after the finding 
of his wife's body Oct. 81 last in a 
pasture on former Judge Sale’s farm, 
where she had been murdered twe 
weeks before. Mrs. Blanche Scott, 
who was found staying at Sprouse’s 
home, was held on the charge of be- 
ing an accessory. Although Sprouse 
Geclared he had never been in &t. 
Louis County, witnesses testified to 
having seen Sprouse and his wife 
near the scene of the murder.

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Judge Bartlett held that although the 
first judgment of death against the de- 
fendant was reversed because he did 
not have a fair trial, the second judg- 
ment “is not assailable on that ground.” 

“Extensive as is the power of review 
vested in this court on a judgment of 
death,”’ he declared, ‘“‘the law does not 
intend to substitute the conclusions of 
fact which may be drawn by seven 
judge sfor the conclusions of fact which 
have been drawn from the evidence by 
12 jurors, unless we are clear that in 
view of the facts taken by the pury its 
wrong. It is our duty to affirm if the 
trial was fair and without legal error 
and the verdict was not against the 
weight of evidence.’ 


Testimony Held to Be True. 
The opinion held that the testimony 


of “Bridgte’’ Webber and -‘‘Bald Jack’’ 
Rose regarding the so-called ‘‘Hariem 
conference,” at which the murder of 
Rosenthal was said to have been 
planned, was true, and that it was cor- 
roborated on the second trial by James 
Marshall, a negro. 

The testimony of Deputy Police Com- 
missioner George A. Dougherty and 
Charles B. Plitt, commonly known as 
to be true. 

The crime for which Becker was con- 
victed occurred early in the morning 
of July 16, 1912, and was the result of 
a war among factions of gamblers. 

Rosenthal, a gambler, went to Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman at New York 


with a tale involving Becker. In the 
language of the tenderloin, he 
“squealed.”” On July 16 he was sup- 


posed to go again to the office of the 
District Attorney and complete his 
“squeal,” further involving Becker, 
who, it was whispered among the gam- 
blers, had been a silent partner in Ro- 
senthal’s gambling house. 

But Rosenthal’s “squeal” was never 
filed. He was shot down on the side- 
walk in front of the Metropole Hotel, 
in the center of the New York night 
life district. The Court of Appeals 
held, after Becker's first conviction, 
that thd evidence had not shown that 
the four gunmen had been Becker’s in- 
struments. 

Four gunmen, “Lefty Louie.” ‘Dago 
Frank,” “Whitey Lewis” and ‘‘Gyp the 
Blood,’’ the actual slayers of Herman 
Rosenthal, were electrocuted at Sing 
Sing Prison. 


HORSE RACING RESUMED IN 
GERMANY ; ATTENDANCE LARGE 


Enemies’ Subjects Barred From 
Track; American Jockey’s Vic- 
tory Most Pepular ef Day. 
BERLIN, via London, May 2%.—Horse- 
racing was resumed in Germany yester- 
day at the opening of the spring meet- 
ing at Hoppegarten track in a suburb 
of Berlin, in the presence of a crowd 
almost as large as is usually present in 

peace times. 

There are large fields for all races, 
with 26 starters in the principal events. 
Subjects of nations at war with Ger- 
many are barred from the grounds. This 
rule applies to trainers and jockeys as 
well ag to spectators. 

Tt has been feared the controversy 
over the shipment of munitions of war 
from the United States to nations hos- 
tile to Germany might result in an ex- 
hibition of feeling against American 
trainers and jockeys, but two victories 
to the credit of Jockey Archibald 
seemed the most popular of the day.

WIRE SERVICE CRIPPLED; 


Storm That Passes Over St. Louis 
Does Damage in Several 
Illinois Towns. 


A windstorm, which had a velocity of 
3% miles an hour when it passed over 
St. Louis between 10 and 11 o'clock 
this morning, increased in velocity when 
it reached Illinois and caused consider- 
able damage at a number of places. It 
was followed by a heavy rain. 

At Staunton, Ill., the windstorm at 
noon wrecked Wabash freight train No. 
98, known gas the “High Ball’ and 
bound from Chicago to St. Louis. A 
press dispatch from Decatur stated two 
refrigerator cars were blown over, but 
Edwardsville reported 10 freight cars 
were blown over. 

The train, carrying 10 loaded box cars 
and 40 empty coal cars, was running 
about 4 miles an hour and was just 
north of Staunton when it ran into the 
wind storm, which had come from the 
southwest. Edwardsville reported the 
wind blew the loaded box cars, which 
were in the center of the train, off the 
track, but had no effect upon the empty 
coal cars. The crew were in the locv- 
motive and calaboose, and none was in- 
jured. The track was torn up for sev- 
eral hundred feet. 


Telegraph Service Crippled. 
The use of telegraph wires in Northern 


Illinois was greatly curtailed by the 
wind, and the accompanying heavy elec- 
trical and rain storm. The Western 
Union found itself suddenly cut off be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago, and for a 
time could only reach Roodhouse. At 
the Western Union offices in Cuicago the 
storm was said to have been the sever- 
est of its kind in years. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Burlington, Io., stated that a heavy 
windstorm, which swept through Bush- 
nell, Ill., damaged buildings about $235,- 
000. : 

Considerable damage also was report- 
ed throughout the surrounding coun- 
try. 

In Edwardsville a $2000 touring car, 
which Miss Florenece Wenner had left 
standing in front of her home at noon, 
was struck by lightning and demolished. 
The precipitation there took on the ap- 
pearance of a cloudburst, washed out 


ballast from under railroad tracks; in- 
undated Mooney Valley, just east of 
Edwardsville: overflowed the banks of 


Cahokia Creek north of Edwardsville, 
and in places inundated the Alton and 
Springfield roads. 

Wabash Track Washed Out. 

A washout on the Wabash tracks at 
Edwardsville made it necessary to route 
St. Louis-Chicago trains over the IIli- 
nois Central tracks to Litchfield, about 
409 miles north of Edwardsville, where 
they were then switched back to the 
Wabash tracks. 

In St. Louis the windstorm and rain 
caused a 10-degree drop in temperature. 
It was 81 degrees at 11 o'clock and 7 
at noon. The local weather bureau re- 
ported the thunderstorms were in St. 
Louis and vicinity, Northern Missouri, 
Iowa and Illinois. 

A half-inch of rain fell in Chicago 
in an hour. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Peoria stated an inch of rain fell 
throughout the Central Illinois Val- 
ley within half an hour this mern- 
ing. The Peoria weather bureau an- 
nounced that nearly two-thirds of an 
inch of rain fell there within 15 min- 
utes. The dispatch stated much dam- 


age was done to growing crops and 
in some places seed was swept from 
the fields.

The Italian Ministry of Marine has 
given out an announcement whicn 
reads: 


‘‘A. steamer arriving at Barletta re- 
ports that while passing near the prom- 
ontory of Gargano at midnight last 
night she sighted an Austrian warship 
with a heavy list. She was escorted 
by four torpedo boats. 

“This probably is the warship which 
was driven off from Barletta after 
having fired several shots.’’ 

A general staff statement said in part: 

“According to supplementary informa- 
tion received, the two enemy aeroplanes 
which appeared over Venice Monday 
morning dropped 11 bombs without seri- 
out damage. The fire from our defenses 
put them to flight. The damage to the 
railroad caused by the attacks of war- 
ships and aeroplanes in the early hour 
of the morning was unimportant and al- 
ready has been repaired. 

‘The Austrian cannonade sank a Ger- 
man steamer in the harbor at Ancona.’ 
Later dispatches said Fontensza, Pice- 
ra and the Tremiti Islands also were 
attacked by the aeroplancs yesterday, 
shells being dropped. The bombardment 
of Ancona by Austrian warships lasted 
two hours.

VIENNA, May 2%.—The War Office 


LONDON, May %4.—The Germans have 
penetrated the British lines again, this 
time east of Ypres, where a battle still 
is in progress. Field Marshal French, 
in his telegram on the engagement, 
says: 

“East of Ypres, the Germans deve!l- 
oped an infantry attack Monday morn- 
ing under cover of a poisonous gas, 
hostile artillery at the same time fir- 
ing asphyxiating gas shells. Our troops 
were forced to evacuate some of their 
trenches, and the ememy penetrated our 
line in two or three places. Fighting 
ia still in progress and portions of our 
original line have already been re- 
taken.’ 


The French War Office says that 
in Belgium, following a violent bom- 
bardment, a German attacking col- 
umn endeavored to gain a footing on 
the highway between Lagemarck and 
Ypres last night, but was definitely 
checked. The Germans delivered two 
attacks yesterday to the north of Ab- 
lain, but were repulsed. To the north 
of Neuville they delivered four at- 
tacks, each of which was checked by 
the fires of our artillery.

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CORONER'S JURY 
HOLDS GUARD FOR 
WORKHOUSE DEATH 


Arrest of John D. Stratton Or- 
dered After Verdict of Homi- 
cide Is Returned. 


A verdict of homicide was returned 
by a Coroner's jury today in the case 2f 
William Crowley of 1421 North Twenty- 
second street, who was found dead in 
his cell at the workhouse May 21. The 
finding wa. that Crowley's death was 
caused by hemorrhage of the brain, due 
to a blow on the head administered by | 
John D. Stratton, a guard, on May 14. 
Stratton was arrested and locked up 
at the Wyoming Street Station. Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Bishop listened. to 
the testimony and the case will be pre- 
sented to the grand jury as soon as the 
testimony has been transcribed. 

The witnesses at the adjourned ses- 
sion of the inquest today were work- 
house prisoners. According to these, 
Stratton had Charles Brown saw for 
him a hickory stick one inch in diame- 
ter and % inches long. They said he 
dragged Crowley and three others from 
a “shade house’ in the quarry and 
struck each of them over the head with 
the club. Crowley had previously had 
some trouble with a negro, and a guard 
named Slawson had had trouble witb 
Bryan Walsh and had dropped his re- 
volver and Crowley had picked it up. 
Stratton, it was testified, was known 
at the workhouse as ‘‘the slugger.’ 
Whenever there was any slugging to 
be done, he did it. 

Prisoners heard Crowley calling for a 
doctor or a priest the night before he 
died. 

Bart O'Donnell, Bryan Walsh and 
Mike Hart, the men who were beaten 
at the same time Crowley received his 
injury, said they had all been drinking, 
but denied that there had been any 
trouble before Stratton clubbed them. 
Several prisoners testified that a great 
deal of whisk? was smuggled into the 
workhouse, but denied knowing how it 
was done.

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PARKWAY EAILLR 
WOULD HURT CITY 
D. F. DAVIS SAYS 


Would ‘Advertise We Are 
Asleep,’’ Former Park Com- 
missioner Declares. 


It 


Dwight F. Davis, former Park Com- 
missioner and a leading civic worker, 
speaking before the City Club at lunch- 
eon today, said of the coming parkway 


election: 

“Tf we fail to pass the parkway or- 
dinance we advertise to the world that 
St. Louis is so asleep, so unprogressive, 
so dead to civic spirit, that it is not 
willing to wake up to find out the cost 
of a great public improvement, and that 
we have spent $76,000 deciding not to do 
what we could do for $7500—namely, to 
determine the cost of the parkway. 

‘“‘As Reedy has said, if the parkway 
ordinance fails, our municipal hymn 
will bi, ‘Please go ‘way and let me 
sleep.’ "’ 

Davis compared the estimate of 
Parkway oponents as to the Park- 
way's cost—$15,000,000—with the es- 
timate of the supporters of the meas- 
ure .that it will cost $6,000,000 or $7,- 
000,000. He mentioned the assessed 
valuation of the property involved, a 
total of $4,100,000, and asked wheth- 
er, if the Parkway ordinance should 
pass, the owners of the property 
would be likely to visit the city hall 
and ask that their assessed valua- 
tions be increased four-fold. 

Cunliff Also Speaks. 

Nelson Cunliff, new Park Commis- 
sioner, spoke of the Parkway as a 
park. He denied the assertion of the 
opposition that the Parkway would 
be chiefly a traffic-way, and remind- 
ed his hearers that there were 92 
acres of ground in the proposed strip. 

He then illustrated, with a blue print, 
the special uses to which the various 
blocks of the parkway, west of Beau- 
mont streei, can be put. The large 
block opening on Grand avenue, he said, 
would be a park, the next block an open 
forum, pageant theater #nd place for 
band concerts; the next an outdoor 
Eymnasium; the next the site for a 
accial center building; the next a tennis 
ground, with 16 courts; the next a swim- 
ming pool; and the next oa playground. 
‘lhe block east of Leffingwell avenue, 
he said, because of its height, should be 
reserved for architectural treatment. 

He pointed out that a large triangular 
district in the center of the city, con- 
taining 21 per cent of the city’s popula- 
tion, was without park facilities. He 
said the plans outlined for special treat- 
ment of parkway blocks was well adapt- 
ed to the district, and he said there was 
no doubt the tennis courts would be in 
as great demand as are the present park 
courts.

A. J. Kuhs, “individually and person- 
ally,”” made a profit of $470 on ths 
sale of the King’s highway and San 
Francisco avenue school site to the 
Board of Education, according to his 
testimony yesterday afternoon in Judge 
Shields’ court in the trial of the tw» 


cases brought to oust his father, August 
H. Kuhe, from the board, and to com- 
pel him to make restitution of the $11,- 
500 profits made on the deal. 

One of the suits was brought by 10 
citizens and the other by the school 
board through Herman Mauch, ite pres- 
ident, as the result of disclosures made 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

A. J. Kuhs denied that his father was 
interested tn the firm of A H. Kuhs & 
Son Realty and Investment Co., and de- 
nied that A. H. Kuhs received any part 
of the profit made on the schoo! site 
deal. His father, he sai4, was employed 
by the firm at 390 a month when the 
school board site deal was put through. 
The father, according to the witness, 
owned the business, conducted it in the 
name of A. H. Kuhs & Son prior to 
September, 1914. At that time the bdusi- 
ness was incorporated in the name cf 
the A. H Kuhs & Son Realty and In- 
vestment Co. His father had no interest 
in the new company, he said. A. H 

Kuhs was connected with the Forest 
Park Brewery until Jan. 15, 1915, and 
then went to work for the Kuhs coim- 
pany at $90 a month, the witness testi- 
fied. 

A. H. Kuhs Holds Share in Trust. 

The new company, he said, assumed 
all the liabilities of the old. The 20,- 
00 stock of the new colapany was made 
up ef several pieces of real estate, the 
goodwill of the old company and money 
in bank. 

The stock book was produced. It 
showed that A. J. Kuhs held all of the 
20 sharcs except one share held in trust 
by A. H. Kuhe and one heid bv Charles 
W. Dependahl. Kighty-eight shares held 
by A. H. Kuhs at the time of incorpora- 
tion were shown by the book to have 
been transferred to A. J. Kuhs Jan. 7, 
1915. 

John M. Sheppard, who put the deal 
through, had testified earlier in the day 
that in December, 1914, in Kuhs’ office, 
A. H. Kuhs told his son that the School 
Board was in the market for a site in 
North St. Louis and that A. J. Kuhs 
told Gneppard to “get busy.”’ 

What Father's Duties Are. 

The duties of A. H. Kuhs, according 
to the son, under his employment by 
the company, were to get business and 
sign checks in the absence of the son. 

The witness identified a note for $700 
evidencing indebtedness of A. H. Kuhs 
in that amount to the company. 

The witness sald he had no recollec- 
tion of conversations with Sheppard 
about School Board matters. Sheppard 
ie the man who handled the school site 
deal. Young Kuhs denied that his fa- 
ther had said anything to him about 
the School Board being in the market 
for a site in North St. Louis. 

He admitted, on cross-examination, 
that he had testified at the School 
Board investigetion that his father 
owned 8 shares of the Kuhs incorpora- 
tion and that he, A. J. Kuhs, owned 91 
shares. In explanation of that state- 
ment he said to Attorney E. M. Gross- 
man: “You jacked me up at that hear- 
ing.” He further explained that by 
the jacking up he meant that he had 
been called on short notice to testify 
in the School Board investigation..an4d 
had not been prepared to answer the 
question about the ownership of the 
stock. 

The ‘witness said he had not read 
“newspaper publicity’’ about the mat- 
ter. “It was too base and untruthful 
to pay any attention to. Attorney 
Grossman asked him how he knew it 
was untruthful if he did not read it. He 
said he heard about it. He gave inter- 
views, he said, as the head of the cor- 
poration. He assumed that nobody wis 
interested in his personal affairs. The 
$4470 profit which he made was ‘‘indi- 
vidual and personal,”’ he averred. 

In answer to a question by Judge 
Shields as to what the consideration 
was to A. H. Kuhs for turning over the 
partnership business to the corpora- 
tion, A. J. Kuhe said the consideration 
was the assumption by the new com- 
pany of the debts of the old.

ROCKEFELLER JR’ 
WILL ‘POWERFUL’ IN 
COLORADO AFFAIRS 


‘Practical Man,’ Employe-of Oil 
King’s Foundation, Strike 
Hearing Witness.

WASHINGTON, May 235.—W. L. Mac- 
Kenzie King, director of the Industrial 
Relations Department of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, resumed his testimony to- 
day before the Federa) Industrial Re- 
lations Commission, which is inquiring 
into conditions in the Colorado coa) 
fields. 

Chairman Walsh and Kine clashed 
again today when King’s answers be- 
came involved and lengthy and the 
ehairman sought to limit him. Walsh 
sought to make a record of what King 
had done for American labor. Both the 
witness and Commissioner Weinstock 
wanted to know the object of that line 
of questioning, but the chairman em- 
phatically refused to explain. 

“I am not on the stand,” he said, “and 
I must decline to be questioned.” 
Walsh questioned King as to his in- 
vestigations in Colorado, but the wit- 
ness insisted they were confidential and 
he could not make public any of his in- 
formation. He.insisted he had seen rep- 
resentatives of both sides of the Colo- 
rado struggle in his effort to be abso- 
lutely fair. 

“People Must Have Facts.” 
The chairman insisted that the ‘‘peo- 
ple must have the facts.’’ 
“What do you mean by the people?’ 
asked the witness. 
“TE mean the American people,”’ said 
the chairman, ‘whose public opinion 
would be the greatest factor in improv- 
ing conditions in Colorado.” 
“The will and conscience of young 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller is more power- 
ful in Colorado than any other force 
that can be brought to bear at this 
time,”’ said King. 
“You think that the will and con- 
science of Mr. John D. Rockefeller is 
more powerful than the wills and con- 
sciences of all the American people to 
bring about a change of conditions in 
Colorado?’ 
“That is not just what I said,”’ re- 
plied King, and another clash followed, 
after which he protested against his 
testimony being ‘‘distorted.’’ 
“Now, you have given your opinion of 
me,”” replied the chairman, “and I 
don't intend to give my opinion of you 
here, no matter how insulting your 
comment may be. I shall treat you ex- 
actly as 1 treated Jonn D. Rockefeller 
or.”

AURORA BOREALIS HANDICAPS

Disturbance in Communication Be- 
tween America and Germany May 
Last Until July. 

NEW YORK, May %4.—Wireless com- 
munication between the United States

TREATY OF PEACE 


Ten Thousand School Children 
Sing National Hymns of Ar- ° 
gentina, Brazil and Chile.

BUENOS AIRES, May %—A peace 
treaty between Argentina. Brazil and 
Chile was signed today in Buenos Aires 
by the Foreign Ministers of the three 
states concerned. 

This is a result of the mission under- 
taken by Dr. Laur> Muller, Foreign 
Minister of Brazil, several weeks ago. 
His endeavor was to improve the polit- 
ical relations between his country and 
Argentina and Chile, the “A. B. C. 
Powers."' The press of Buenos Aires, 
without exception, speaks favorably of 
this peace agreement. 

The visiting Foreign Ministers. Dr. 
Muller and Senor Lira of Chile, together 
with Foreign Minister Murature of Ar- 
gentina, were present today at a school 
celebration at which 19,00 pupils sang 
the national hymns of Argentine, Brazil 
and Chile. 

The cordial relations of the American 
republics and their detachment from the 
European war were the subjéct of 
speeches. made last night at a banquet 
given by President de la Plaza in honor 
of Dr. Muller and Alejandro Lira. For- 
eign Minister to Chile. 

The banquet was attended by mem- 
bers of the Arwentine Cabinet and tha 
American diplomatic representatives. In 
a toast thanking the Brazilian and 
Chilean Ministers for their visits, For- 
eign Minister Murature of Argentine dec- 
clared that Arzentine, Brazil and Chiie 
were tightening the bonds of harmony. 

“At present,” he said, ‘we are ex- 
pectant lookers-on at the drama. 

Dr. Muller in his réply said that Bra- 
zil aspired to no foreign territory and 
would consider all conflicts among 
American nations as civil war.

PRESIDENT CAN’T 
EXPLAIN DELAY 


Presumes, Siawever, Italy’s En- 
trance Into War Has Held 
up German Reply. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—President 
Wilson told callers today he did not 
know the causes for the delay of the 
German reply to the American note on 
the Lusitania, but he presumed the 
German Government was absorbed in 
the new circumstances arising out of 
Italy's entrance into the war. 

“While Ambassador Gerard has sent 
several messages bearfng on waht the 
German reply may be, no direct intima- 
tion had been received concerning its 
contents. 

The embassy here, however, has made 
suggestions to the German Foreign Of- 
fice for the reply and in German quar- 
ters it is said, the note will be of a 
character to satisfy American public 
opinion. ‘ 

While declining to throw any light on 
the shipping situation as between Great 
Britain and the United States the Presi- 
dent referred to it as a chronic case. It 
was learned that he believed any formal 
note at this time to Great Britain might 
be construed as a weakening of the 
American Government's position in it 
delicate relations with Germany, but as 
soon as the Berlin reply is received some 
action may be expected. Pressure is 
constantly being brought to bear infor- 
mally, however, on the British Foreiga 
Office and Admiralty to ameliorate con- 
ditions with respect to American car- 
goes and ships. 
The Swiss Legation here has is- 
sued a statement denving that Swit- 
zerland has made representations to 
Germany on account of the reported 
loss of Swiss lives on the Lusitania. 
“Inquiries made -by the legation at 
the Cunard agency in New York 
immediately after the sinhicg of the 
Lusitania established that no Swiss cit- 
izens are claimed to have been on board 
that steamer,’’ the statement says. 

The State Department has given 
out the follewing statement: “The 
Department of State has received a 
cablegram from the American Ambas- 
sador at Berlin'dated May 22, 1915, as 
follows: 

“Foreign Office states that ‘t did not 
intend to leave unanswered the note in 
the William P. Frye case or to reply 
by. sending the ship to prize court. A 
formal reply shortly will be sent. While 
under the German laws the action of 
the prize court in its issuing the mo- 
tion is imperative, it"remains totally tn- 
dependent of diplomatic negotiations.” ’ 


Germany Will Not Reply to U. &. Note 
for Several Days. 
BERLIN, via London, May 25.—Ger- 
many’s reply to the American note will 
not be ready for several days. Offi- 
clals of the Foreign Office are so oc- 
cupied with the Italian developmenta 
that they have had no time to elaborate 

the draft of the note. 

It is pointed out that the delay in the 
publication of the German reply will 
give an opportunity for the public to 
view the situation more dispassionately.

German Hate for England Pales Besides That 
of Viennese Against Their Country’s Former 
: Ally for Thirty-Three Years.

VIENNA, May 23 (Sunday), via The 
Hague, May 24.—Italy’s declaration of 
war on Austria-Hungary was received 
with intense bitterness over what is 
characterized as the ‘‘perfidy, treason 
and unprecedented faithbreaking of our 
ally of 83 years.’’ This declaration is 
accompanied by a deep sigh in which 
are both relief at the end of the long 
suspense and resignation to the inevit- 
able, and by expressions of confidence 
that this foe, too, will be taken care of. 
For the first time in this war I have 
seen the genial, placid, carefree Vien- 
nese deeply stirred. The Austrians 80 
far have taken a comparatively small 
part im the feeling against Great Britain 
so manifest in Germany, but the hatred 
of the British by Germany pales be- 
side the bitterness welling from the 
hearts of the Viennese, break- 
ing forth in imprecations and curses 
upon the Italian Cabinet. If the feel- 
ing in Vienna is any criterion of the 
bitterness of the rest of the country 
and the army, the war with Italy will 
truly be merciless carnage. 


The main part of Vienna was almost 
deserted, the glorious weather 
luring tens of thousands to the hills, 
the open-air gardens and to parks and 
to excursions on the Danube. The dec- 
laration of war became known to a 
comparatively few at 4 o’clock. At 6 
the extras were out, but the extras 
containing Italy's mobilization and wal 
orders were not out until 8 o'clock. 

People Grimly Determined 

Despite the fact that the news had 
been expected, the extras created much 
excitement. Under the circumstances it 
would be grotesquely untrue to say that 
the news was received with enthusiasm 
but it was received with grim determi. 
nation. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock I went to the 
Schoenbrun Palace, where thousands 
were walking in the park, passing the 
palace without knowing that the aged 
Emperor, bowed with the grief and sor- 
rows of the longest reign in history, 
was receiving once more the messenger 
of evil tidings in the summer palace 
where he began his rule over Austria 
at the age of 18.

He said he did 
not remember how many pages were 
missing, but that there were no entries 
in the book for 1913 before the day he 
took office. Chinn’s record begins on 
page 49. The pages from 1 to @ are 
missing. Collector Blaser said he could 
find In no other book a record of the 
collections for the first three months 
of 1918.

Collector Blaser this morning dem- 
onstrated how the records in the coi- 
lector’s office are based on the records 
in the cash book, by referring to a col- 
lection which recently had come to his 
notice. 

Collector Blaser had found no record 
of the payment by August Vetfer of his 
taxes for one year, amounting to $19.74.

In one tnstance the gas caused 
heavy mortality among the British at 
a distance of 600 yards from the point 
where it was released. The British 
army has since been supplied with 
respirators, which largely overcome 
the dangers. 

Potsons Held Dishonorable. 

For two thousand years the use of 
poisons have been commonly held a 
dishonorable practice in war, even 
when measured by the fluctuating 
moral standards during that period. 

One of the earliest English com- 
mentaries on the law of war, that by 
Richard Zouche, published in 1660, 
Says: 

“When Perseus arpanged with a 
certain native of Torentum that he 
should destroy the Romans by poison, 
Livy says that he did not wage just 
war, like a king, but attacked them 
by the secret crimes of robbers and 
poisoners. Baldus, however, says 
that to kill an enemy by poison ist 
lawful, according to the teachings of 
Vegetius, and that it is permitted to 
use forbidden: weapons for defense, 
since nothing is culpable in the ‘way 
of defense. Gentilis doubts the au- 
thority of Vegetius and says that if 
he does record any such opinion he 
probably does so in treating of un- 
lawful stratagems. He quotes to the 
contrary the authority of Lucius Fro. 
rus, who, when Aquilius finished the

TITHES A TRUST 
FUND FOR GOOD 


For 20 Years He Has Set Aside 
One-Tenth of His Income 
for Benevolences. 


And Jacob vowed a vow, saying: ‘‘If God 
will be with me, and will keep me in this 
way that I go, and will give me bread to eat 
and raiment to put on, so that I come again 
to my father’s house in peace, then shall the 
Lord be my God, * * ®* and of all that 
thou shalt give me I will surely give the 
tenth unto Thee.’’—Genesis 28, 20. 

Selden P. Spencer, former Circuit 
Judge, who told in a public address a 
few nights ago of his system of tith- 
ing himself one-tenth of his income, 
for religious and charitable purposes, 
explained his plan further today, in 
answer to the inquiry of a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, 

Judge Spencer said he did not wish 
to exploit his own method of giving, 
but that he believed in spreading the 
idea of systematic and business-like 
giving. He said he had practiced the 
tithing plan for 20 years, and that the 
plan consisted of setting aside, regu- 
larly, one-tenth of the giver’s gross 
income. The money thus set apart 
forms a fund for gifts of a religious, 
educational and charitable nature. 


“No Good Cause Would Lack.” 
‘If church members generally 


would follow this plan,” he said, “ne 
good cause would lack.money. Just 
think of the number of members in 
any of our large city churches, and 
make a rough estimate of their total 
incomes. One-tenth of it would do all 
the work that the church is trying to 
do. 

“Not that the church and 
church's missionary 
should get it all. 
charity should have a part ina 
man’s gifts. It is not a hardship to 
contribute to supporting the work of 
a college—it is a privilege. 

“The problem of giving is greatly 
simplified for the giver, if he will set 
aside his tenth, and will regard it as 
a trust fund which heis administering. 
Then, when the calls come for money, 
he can allot this fund, in his discre- 
tion, without feeling that he is de- 
priving himself of anything. I know 
how it works, for I have tried it.” 


Original Meaning of “Tithe.” 
The original meaning of the word 


“tithe” is one-tenth, and the Biblical 
tithing was on a 10 per cent basis. 
Churches frequently hold up the tith- 
ing plan as the ideal method, but ne 
large church body systematically 
tithes its members, or succeeds in get- 
ting most of them to give so much ag 
a tenth.

TWO TREATIES AND 
13NOTES SIGNED BY 
CHINA AND JAPAN 


Five Articles of Japan’s De- 
mands Reserved for Future 
Discussion. | 


Peking. May %.—Two treaties between 
China and Japan ,together with 13 notes, 
were signed this afternoon at 3 o'clock 
in the Chinese Foreign Office. This act 
brought to a conclusion the negotiations 
which have been going on since last Jan- 


uary when Japan, shortly after the fall 
o? German position of Kiao Chow, —— 
sented her demands to China. 

Lu Cheng Hsiang, Chinese Foreign 
Minister, signed for his government 
while Eki Hioki, the Japanse Minister 
to China, signed for Tokio. Thus the 
discussion of Japan's deinands are at 
an end, until such time as the five arti- 
cles reserved for future argument are 
brought up for consideration. 

The first treaty signed today deals 
with Shantung and the second with 
South Manchuria and Eastern Inner 
Mongolia. The only @ifference between 
the terms of the ultimatum sent by 
Japan to China and the treaties as 
signed today, is the substitution of one 
for another mining right in South Man- 
churia. The Japanese endeavored to ob- 
tain other alterations, notably the 
omission of the .words “south” and 
“eastern’’ before Manchuria and Inner 
Mongolia respectively, as well as the 
substitution of the words ‘“Lioa-Tung 
Peninsula’ for “‘Dalny’’ and ‘‘Port Ar- 
thur;” but the Chinese representatives 
fought for and obtained a strict ad- 
herence to the trms of the ultimatum, 
with the exception noted. 

Japan has lodged against China heavy 
claims fo rthe injuries to Japanese sub- 
jects and the damage done to Japanese 
shops in Hankow recently by Chinese 
robs. 


Foreign Minister Kato Called Traitor 
. in. House of Representatives. 


TOKIO, May %.—Wnhnen Foreign Minis- 
ter Kato explaining the Chinese situa- 
tion to the House of Representatives to- 
day, a member of the Opposition arose 
and calied the Foreign Minister a trait- 
or. Thereupon Saburo Shimada, Presi- 
dent of the House, ordered the member 
to apologize. This the member did, but 
his act was immediately followed by a 
violent combined attack by the Opposi- 
tion on President Shimada on the charge 
of having exceeded his powers. The in- 
cident finally was referred to a com- 
mittee. 

Baron Kato said in the Diet today 
that the attitude of the United States 
toward Japan had changed greatly 
and now was most friendly. The Gov- 
ernment believed in relying on the 
sincerity and good faith of Americans 
to find a solution for the California 
question. 

The American note to China and the 
notification to Japan voicing the pre- 
sumption, that the proposed treaty be- 
tween Japan and China will not dis- 
turb American rights in China, the open 
door or the sovereignty to China, have 
fbeen given considerable prominence in 
Japan. 


CHURCHILL TO STAY IN CABINET, 
BUT NOT AS ADMIRALTY HEAD 


Lord Fisk-r’s Resignation Apparent- 
ly Definite; Said to Have Signed 
' Derdanelies Orders. 

LONDON, May 2.—Progress in the 

formation of the new coalition ministry 
was made at conferences held yesterday 
at the residence of Premier Asquith in 
Downing ‘street. It.is known that Pre- 
mier Asquith nas decided that Winston 
Spencer Churchill shall remain in the 
Cabinet, but in some other position than 
that of First Lerd of the Admiralty. It 
is understood that the Premier tried 
hard to retain Viscount Haldane as Lord 
High Chancellor, but the Unionists were 
so strongly opposed to this that Hal- 
dane will be sacrificed. 
Pressure has been brought to induce 
John Redmond, the Irish leader, to ac- 
cept a seat-in the. Cabinet, but thus far 
without success. 

Lord Fisher's resignition as first sea 
lord seems to be a definite one, as he 
has declined to work with Arthur J. 
Balfour at the Admiralty. The Daily 
Mail declares tliat Lord Fisher signed 
and sealed all the documents relating 


to the Dardanelies operations. The Dally 
News says that if Lord Fisher disap- 
proved of the operations he ought to 
have protested at the time they were 
planned.

Irene Sanford has declared that her 
Lrief experiences with a third husband 
have cost her more than $35,000, and 
that all she has left of a considerable 
fortune is some real estate from which 
she still collects the rentals. 

Her marriage to ‘‘Count’’ Leschinsky 
enabled the “Count” to continue the 
turbulent “social career’ of which he 
has proved so fond since he came to 
St. Louis in 1904 and became a self- 
constituted lion of the World's Fair 
social season. St. Louisans perhaps will 
recall some of these things about the 
*‘Count’s’’ career then: 

He talked of spending $50,000,- 
000 in the purchase of locomoe- 
tives for the Russian Govern- 
ment, and, in reality, drew a $10- 
a-week salary, with a $1.50 car- 
fare allowance, as a _ trading 
stamp salesman. 

He got this trading stamp job 
after a brief experience as a Jef- 
ferson Guard at the World’s Fair. 


Posed as Russian Count. — 
He posed as a@ Russian Count, 


and married Sonia Mae Feist, a 
Kansas City girl who visited 
wealthy St. Louis relatives dur- 
ing the fair. 

His boast that he was spending 

“a few paltry millions” for the 

Russian Government led to the 

exposure, by his father, that he 

was not a Russian Count, but the 
son of a New York sewing ma- 
chine agent. The father, Blihus 

8. Leschinsky, said Leon was born 

in Russia in 1885 and was 

brought to the United States 
when 8 years old. 

The ‘“‘Count” has had his financial 
ups and downs. It was while-he was 
living at the Buckingham with his first 
wife and their 9-year-old daughter that 
the “‘Count” and “Countess’" became 
acquainted with the Baron and Baron- 
ess C. von Schrader, also guests there. 
In time the four came to be known as 
the ‘‘royal colony.”’ 

Pawned Wife’s Jewelry. 

It was learned that the Count, dur- 
ing last Marck sandy April, pawned 
about $10,000 worth of his second wife's 
jewelry for $1550, besides borrowing $500 
on an automobile which she bought for 
him after their marriage. His wife 
has recovered the pawn tickets and her 
family is arranging to redeem the jew- 
elry. 

The Leschinskys separated Sunday 
after a number of disagreements. The 
wife left their apartment, 320 Skinker 
road, and returned to her mother’s 
home at 4218 West Pine boulevard. Yes 
terday she replevined the ‘‘Count’s” auto 
to keep his first wife from levying on it 
to satisfy an alimony judgment. A few 
hours later the “Count” filed ea divorce 
suit. 

In it he alleged that last Sunday, while 
he was asleep, his wife saturated the 
bed with wood alcohol and said she was 
looking for a match when the fumes 
woke him. He charges that when living 
at the Hotel Jefferson, Feb. 7, she broke 
a water pitcher over his head. He also 
alleges she was jealous. 

His bride, who expects the birth of a 
child, attributes their unhappiness to his 
continued preference for his former 
wife, who now resides at 4838 Maryland 
avenue. 

Leschinsky was the “star witness” 
for the Baroness when she divorced 
the Baron von Schrader last August.

Citizens’ Committee Asserts 
They Are Trying to Escape 
Just Share of Cost.

In a series of official -statements 
the Citizens’ Parkway Committee is 
answering the arguments advanced 
by opponents of the parkway sub- 
mitted to City Counselor Baird from 
which to prepare a summary for of- 
ficial publication. Taking up today 
the assertion that the Central Park- 
way is a part of a replanning system 
at the expense of the taxpayers of 
this district, the committee says: 
The parkway project stands alone. 
If the people by their votes later au- 
thorize the improvement of other 
streets, the cost will not be shifted to 
the taxpayers of this particular dis- 
trict, as is intimated. 

Wealthy owners of property adja- 
cent to the parkway would like to 
pocket the profits of the increased 
values from the parkway, and shift 
the burden of paying for it to the 
taxpayers of the entire city by a gen- 
eral bond issue. 

Justice of Special Assessment. 
The special assessment plan au- 
thorized by the parkway ordinance 
will require that these owners who 
have amassed wealth by holding 
property until their neighbors bulilit 
up values—enabling them to collect 
unearned 
share of the cost. Those -who are 
specially benefited, and who would 
receive the greatest profits from in- 
creased values of their property, 
would have to pay more than the 
owners of property in distant sections 
whose benefits would be correspond.- 
ingly less. 
These wealthy owners who have al- 
lowed their property to deteriorate 
and have refused to improve it ade- 
quately would, if the parkway is 
built, be forced to make improve- 
ments to take advantage of the ad- 
vanced values, and would be required 
to pay a proper share of the cost of 
the cause of the reclaiming of that 
section—the parkway. 

Trying to Escape Proper Shate. 

The plea of the wealthy property 
owners for a bond issue to pay the cost 
of the parkway is an attempt to escape 
paying their proper share of its cost 
and to shift the cost to other property 
owners throughout the entire city. 

The difference between the bond is- 
sue and the special assessment plans is 
this: By a bond issue the taxpayers 
throughout the entire city would have 
to pay equally for the cogt. In the spe- 
cial assessment plan the wealthy own- 
ers of property in the f!mmediate vicin- 
ity of the improvement would have to 
pay a larger share of the cost than 
owners in outlying sections, whose ben- 
efits would be less. 

In a bond issue these landlords and 
wealthy property promoters near the 
parkway would dodge the payment of 
their just share of the parkway oost, 
and would pocket the entire profits at 
the expense of the taxpayers of the 
entire city. 

Unfairness of Bend Issue Plan. 

Under the old charter, improvements 
of thie character could be made only 
by a bond issue. The unfairness of this 
plan invariably was pointed out by 
owners of property in outlying dis- 
tricts, Who were required to pay the 
same proportion as owners in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the improvement 
who pocketed the profits from increased 
property values. 

The special assessment plan was au- 
thorized in the new charter to elimi- 
nate this unfairness and put a proper 
share of the cost where it belongs.

There is a constant complaint among litigants 
about the long delay in getting to trial in a jury 
case in our Circuit Court, to such an extent that 
our citizens have a horrer of entering into any 
litigation whatever; they sacrifice principle and 
money rather than enter the “Temple of Justice.” 

It has been well said that “Delay of Justice 
often means a failure of Justice.” 

In our Circuit Court, after a case is filed, if the 
litigant has good luck, he may get a setting in 


' gix months, and if he gets a trial in the week 


in which his case is set, well and good; if not, 
his case cannot be carried over into the next 


' week; Oh, no; he gets a setback for another six 


months or a year, according to the room he hap- 
pens to be in, and in the meantime conditions may 
change, his witnesses may have died or left the 
State, and thugs what was a good cause of action

There are 12 divisions of our Circuit Court for 
the trial of civil cases; there are over 200 men 
summoned each week for jury duty at $1.50 per 
day; the court opens at 10 o'clock and adjourns 
for the day at 5 p. m., thus consuming only five 
hours in “action,” and as a rule trial days are 
the first four days of the week, Friday being “law 
day,” when only motions are heard, which occupy 
the morning hours, and very rarely do the courts 
have a trial on Saturday. 

, This much for the evil that I believe exists. Now 
$e the remedy. Criticism is only justifiable when 
@ remedy is presented. , 

I wish to suggest that the courts open at 9 
o’clock in the morning instead of 10; surely we 
ought to be “up and doing” by that time. Call 
law dockets on Saturday, and when engaged in 
the trial of a case, sit until ‘clock. This would 
edd 34 more trial hours per diy and also an extra 
Gay, Friday, for trial work. The Supreme Court 
of the State opens at 9 o'clock; also one of the 
Courts of Appeal, and in the rural districts of 
the State the courts open at 8 o'clock in the 
morning. 

By this plan the State would get two hours a 
day more service out of the jurors, without any 
extra pay, which of itself in a year would amount 
to several thousand dollars. Our last General As- 
sembly passed an act giving to this court the 
right to alter its rules in order that cases may be 
reassigned for trial; it is to be hoped that the 
cpurt will seize this opportunity and also change 
ite terial hours, and show the People\of this city 
what can be accomplished by a real “movement” 
coupled with a desire to work. The court will 
probably reply to these criticisms, that they have 
plenty of work to do off of the bench. This I will 
grant. But if they will begin to “clean up” court 
work at 8 o'clock I feel sure they will finish with 
their dockets in ample time to take up their other 
official duties. Again, why can't we have jury 
trials in September?

MORE TIME FOR JUSTICE. | 

A well-known lawyer, calling attention to the 
slow course of justice in the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, suggests that, by opening coust at 9 in- 
stead of 10 a. m. and closing an hour later; and 
by changing “law docket” day from Friday to 
Saturday, 24 hours per day, and an entire day 
would be added, in the 12 divisions of the court, 
in which cases could be tried. 

The trouble now is that there are practically 
only four trial days. Friday being “law” day, 
on which only motions are heard, Saturday has 
come to be an off day, on which trials are sel- 
dom had. And the shortness of sessions makes 
it impossible to keep up with the work. A liti- 
gant is fortunate if his case can be brought to 
trial] in the week for which it is set. If it then 
goes over, he must wait six months, or a year, 
before it can again be heard. | 

A further, absolutely unnecessary, cause of de- 
lay is the practice of arbitrarily dividing up 
cases among the Judges, without any arrange- 
ment whereby, if one Judge gets through his as- 
signment, he may help other divisions in which 
long trials cause an accumulation of work. The 
suggestion, frequently made, that all cases be 
under the control of a presiding Judge, who shall 
have the power to assign a case to a Judge who 
may be temporarily idle, so that some divisions 
shall not be overworked while others are doing 
nothing, should be adopted. It would immedi/ 
ately relieve the congestion. 

How intolerably unjust the present system 
can be, may be seen from a given instance. A 
wronged wife, compelled to sue her husband for 
separate maintenance for the support of herself 
and children, may be in sore need of immediate 
help from the courts. At the outset she is con- 
fronted by the fact that the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, under the present system, is powerless 
to give her that prompt aid. What is she.to 
do, if, owing to the crowded state of the docket, 
she cannot bring her case to trial for six months 
or a year? As against this condition, she is as 
helpless as a child appealing to some deaf, im- 
placable, soulless monster. 

This is an extreme case, but injustice is the 
daily result of the system. Neither good law- 
yers, legal aid societies nor public defenders can 
avail against the lack of time. More time for 
justice is imperative. If the State Supreme Court 
can convene at 9 a. m. and the rural courts can 
méet at 8 in the morning, why cannot St. Louis 
courts show a little more activity and public 
spirit, so that the innocent may not be constant- 
ly made to suffer? 
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THE MAYOR’S PARKWAY HUNCH. 

Mayor Kiel says he has a hunch the Parkway 
proposition is going to get a majority June 8. 
He adds that his hunches always prove correct. 
He had one on the city charter election and an- 
other on the final bridge bond election. The 
Mayor’s hunches mean, we suppose, no more 
than that he has faith in St. Louis’ good sense 
and civic courage. He thinks too well of his 
home town to believe it could prove a quitter 
back of any sound improvement proposition. 
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TRY THE DO-SOMETHING POLICY. 

In his address to the Pan-American conference 
the President among other pertinent and true 
remarks said: 

There is one thing that stands in our way 
among others—you are more conversant with 
the circamstances than I am. The thing I 
have confidently in mind is the physical lack 
of means of communication, the lack of 
vehicles, the lack of ships, the lack of estab- 
lished routes of trade, the lack of those things 
which are absolutely necessary if we are to 
have true commercial and intimate com- 
mercial relations with one another; and I am 
perfectly clear in my judgment that if priv- 
ate capital cannot soon enter upon the ad- 
venture of establishing these physical means 
of communication, the Government must un- 
dertake to do so. We cannot indefinitely 
stand apart and need each other for the lack 
of what can easily be supplied, and if one in- 
strumentality cannot supply it, then another 
must be found which will supply it. 

This is to the point. Why talk of trade with- 

out transportation? Why founder helplessly 
awaiting relief from private enterprise when we 
have the means to relieve ourselves? 
As the President says, if one instrumentality 
cannot supply our need we should take another. 
We have one at hand in the Government, which 
can easily meet the emergency. We have fo]- 
lowed the do-nothing policy long enough; let us 
try the do-something policy. 
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RUNNING AWAY FROM HOME. 

One proof of the decline of the adventurous 
spirit in this country is the fact that nowadays, 
when a boy of 14 or 15 runs away from home to 
make his fortune, his parents rush into the pa- 
pers and the police office to have him tracked 
down and brought back. 
A generation ago it wasn’t done. The boy who 
didn't run away at least once was thought by 
other boys to have something the matter with 
him. He was probably a sissy. And when a boy 
hit the pike, with a bundle of clothes on his 
shoulder that had been lowered with dramatic 
ostentation from an upstairs window to a chum 
on the ground, his folks just pretended they 
hadn't seen anything, grinned and let him go for 
his first real lesson in the serious business of 
making a living. They knew he’d get along all 
right—maybe go hungry a few times, lose some 
of his arrogant self-sufficiency, and just possibly 
gain a keener appreciation of dad’s ability as a 
provider and of mother’s skill in cooking; but 
he'd get by, and come back home when he'd had 
enough of it, dirty, sunburned, ragged and fu]! 
of amazing reminiscenses, but perfectly satisfied 
with the home way of managing things. 

We're not so sure the old way wasn’t the bet- 
ter way. We suspect our boys are being too 
much sheltered and pampered and made soft, not 
only by overmuch paternal solicitude, but by 
want of any regular, homely, muscle-building 
and obligation-teaching home work. There’s so 
little that a boy raised in a flat or on a 20-foot 
city lot can do; and a good many parents have 
got the silly idea that manual labor is beneath 
their breed; they must hire a yardman to do the 
things Willie ought to be doing, while Willie de- 
velops a nice taste in neckties, polishes up his 
tennis, learns the new dances and becomes adept 
at high school girly-girl small talk. »

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SCRAP-OF-PAPER ‘‘ARTICLE 7.’’ 

The text of the treaty binding Italy to Ger- 
many and Austria in the triple alliance having 
never been made public, we are dependent on ex- 
parte Italian statements as to the effect of that 
“Article 7” referred to repeatedly in the Green 
Book. 

That it was something rigidly limiting action 
in the Balkans by either Austria or Italy with- 
out the consent of the other appears from recent 
history as well as from the diplomatic corre- 
spondence between Rome and Vienna. It con- 
fined Italy during her African *-war that began 
Sept. 29, 1911, to tedious and costly operations in 
Tripoli and Cyrene and prevented any move- 
ment whatever by land or water against Turkish 
territory in Europe. 

How great a handicap this was can be seen 
from the rapidity with which the issue was de- 
cided in the war of the Balkan allies that broke 
out immediately afterward. But while Austria’s 
stern warnings to Rome in 1911 were based on 
an interpretation of Article 7 disadvantageous to 
Italy, Austria suited herself in interpreting it 
when she. began war on Servia in 1914 without 
as Italy charges, obtaining Rome’s assent or 
even notifying her of the purpose. The claim 
founded on Article 7 is thus stated in the Green 
Book: ' 

Under Article 7 we are entitled to compen- 
sation for the very fact that Austria under- 
took military operations in the Balkans re- 
gardliess of the result achieved or to be 
achieved, not excluding other compensation in 
proportion to the actual advantages which 

Austria may secure. 

It must be admitted that wars undertaken to 
enforce “compensation” in this peculiarly Euro- 
pean sense do not appeal much to American 
Sympathy. But the whole effect of the Green 
Book is undeniably to correct impressions preju- 
dicial to Italy and place her case at the begin- 
ning of the war in a much more favorable light 
before the people of this country. 

The world will be glad that on Italy's part this 
is not another instance of international obliga- 
tions reduced to a scrap of paper. Or, if there 
is culpability of that quality, Austria herself was 
first culpable in reducing Article 7 to a scrap of 
paper last July. Austria, in fact, is made to ap- 
pear as an inconsiderate and selfish partner in 
an arrangement which Italy observed at sac- 
rifice to herself, particularly in 1911-12, when she 
could have served vital interests by ignoring it. 
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ST. LOUIS PROGRESS.

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NATIONAL WEALTH. 

Uncle Sam’s folks are the richest family on the 
globe, barring, possibly, China’s 400,000,000, for 
whom no reliable data is obtainable. 

The Census Bureau says this country’s “actual, 
tangible wealth” in 1912 was $187,739,000,000—an 
average of $1965 for each man, woman and child. 

The increase from $82,305,000,000 in 1900 was 
$105,434,000,000; the per capita increase was $842. 
‘This explains the period of extravagant living 
through which the country has just passed— 
extravagance for which many are now paying 
with counterbalancing poverty. 

We are a rich people, but neither we nor any 
other people are or ever will be rich enough to 
justify the ‘willful waste that maketh woful 
want.” 
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HOW THE CENSOR WORKS. 

Those readers of the Post-Dispatch who write 
letters denouncing the American Press for not 
printing German news of the war may be in- 
terested in this little example of the difficulties 
of getting German news. ‘ 

Yesterday we telegraphed our New York bu- 
reau to cable instructions to Von Wiegand, our 
Berlin correspondent, to send us in full the text 
of the German Government's new White Book 
giving the German version of the alleged Bel- 
gian atrocities, the British version of which we 
recently printed. The bureau replied as follows: 


Cabled Von Wiegand this p. m. reference 
White Book. Doubt if England will let cables 
on this subject pass either way. Last week 
English intercepted one of our wireless mes- 
sages.- Picked it out of the air and the censor 
gave it to English newspapers to print. How- 
ever they may let message to Wiegand 
through. Wrote to Bernstorff this afternoon 
asking him if he could get a copy for us. 


When our wireless, to say nothing of our 
cable messages, are thus intercepted, the reader 
may understand one of the many difficulties we 
have had to overcome in giving him the news 
of the war. 
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ITALY'S NEW MERCHANT MARINE. 

The status of merchant ships. interned in the 
ports of a neutral that later goes to war with 
the country in which the ships are owned is in 
some doubt. The Hague provision seems to ap- 
ply only to merchant ships present in the ordi- 
nary course of trade. Italy resolves all doubt 
in her favor and is reported to have seized $20,- 
060,000 worth of German and Austrian vessels 
that had taken refuge in Italian waters at the 
outbreak of the general war last summer. 

The act sets a precedent of some importance, 
should a precedent be needed. A much greater 
amount of the shipping of the Teutonic allies is 
laid up itn American ports. The total number 
of vessels is 68, with an aggregate tonnage of 
527,298, more by a considerable per cent than

Prune Pie—Cook prunes till tender 
enough to pick out stones, then take 
enough for one pile, put in a dish 
with % cup sugar and let warm till 
sugar is melted. Make a rich ple crust 
and put your prunes in crust and pul 
in bits of bytter and sprinkle a pinch of 
two of flour on top before putting on 
upper crust. When done sprinkle just 
a little sugar on top. 


Chocolate Cornstarch Tapioca Pud- 
ding—Take 1 quart milk, put on stove 
and let come to a boil. Dissolve 3 table- 
spoons of cornstarch and 1% teaspoons 
of tapioca in a little cold milk. Beat 
1 egg and cream into it, % cup of sugar. 
Dissolve 1 square of chocolate or 2 
tablespoons of cocoa in a little hot wa- 
ter. When you have everything ready 
add to the boiling milk first the e@s. 
then cornstarch, lastly chocolate, and 
stir all rapidly until it thickens like @ 
custard. Pour into dish and let cool. 
Serve with or without whipped cream.
